Reuben B. Sams, new prohibition en­ 
forcement chief of 
the Philadelphia 
district, any more of a problem than 
the moonshiners of the south, with 
who 
Sams got 
along 
pretty well 
about 
a 
year. 
He 
arrived at 
his 
home here late Saturday night from 
N orth Carolina. 
He stopped off at 
Washington en route and had a con­ 
ference with Roy A. Haynes, federal 
dry chief, and E. C. Y ellow ly, chief 
of the dry field agents. 
“ I a going to my 
office iii Phila­ 
delphia 
tomorrow 
morning,” 
said 
Sams, “and will begin my new work 
immediately. I cannot discuss plans, 
for I have not made an except in a 
very general way. 
In my work plans 
have to be made to 
suit conditions 
as they arise. 
“ Prohibition enforcement is a sim ­ 
ple m atter. It is abount the same in 
one place as it is in another.” 
Sams is nothing if 
not confident, 
yet he is not boastful. He has a quiet 
way and he 
impresses one as being 
resourceful and 
having nerve. 
He 
certainly does not regard the Phila­ 
delphia prohibition enforcement dis­ 
trict as one 
made up of a maze of 
obstacles. 
He 
looks upon his 
new 
job as routine, 
and he is ready for 
the task. 
Sam s was 
asked w hat he thinks 
of the recent statem ent attributed to 
United States Senator Edge, of New 
Jeresy, that Sams would not be p er­ 
mitted to operate in New Jersey. 
“ I have seen such a 
statem ent,” 
said Sams, “but I have not given it 
much thought. 
If there have 
been 
slight m isunderstandings here in the 
past we shall try to set them right 
and go along with a 
clean slate. 
I 
do not expect to have 
any trouble, 
for prohibition enforcem ent is a sim ­ 
ple matter. 
“ As soon as I get to 
my office* I 
shall 
begin 
work. 
In fact, 
I am 
working right now. 
It will not take 
long to get things moving smoothly. 
Then what plans I 
make will g ra d ­ 
ually unfold themselves and the pub­ 
lic 
will bo 
able to 
judge 
what is 
being done. 
“ I do not believe in too much pub­ 
licity in criminal m a tters until cases 
are solved. 
I w ant the new spapers 
to help me, 
for I 
realize th a t they 
can very easily m ake or break a man. 
“ Enforcement is 
a m a tte r of co­ 
operation and I feel that I a 
going 
to have 
that necessary element in 
this district. 
As to result^ of plans 
and the 
plans them selves, 
we will 
have to wait a little while till things 
get in motion. 
My job is to enforce 
the law, and that is about all there 
is to enforcement. 
I am going 
to 
look over conditions, and then I will 
act accordingly. 
“Some of the new spaper boys have 
been 
making a 
play on 
my 
first 
name, Reuben. 
Well, maybe 
they 
are right. 
The papers 
have said I 
am a informed drinker, and that is 
true. 
I t had experience with drink 
when I was a lx»y.” 
Sams has had plenty of experience 
in wet work as a dry. 
For years he 
was in the internal revenue service,1 
where many of his duties pertained 
to law enforcement. L ater he bee a un­ 
associated with 
the federal in cogie 
tax 
departm ent and continued with 
that branch until about a year ago, 
when he was sent to North Carolina 
as an 
enforcem ent agent. 
He 
will 
continue 
to 
make his home 
here, 
where he resided until he went south, 
and where his fam ily has lived about 
four years. Before entering the gov­ 
ernment 
service 
he was a 
school­ 
teacher.

in the oninion of Secretary of W ar

Losses during the next seven 
or eight months, it is feared, will re ­ 
sult in conditions closely approaching 
demoralization. 
The authorized enlisted strength of 
the regular arm y tinder the national 
defense act of 1920 is 290.000 men. 
Arm y officers and 
civilian 
experts 
maintain that this authorized force 
is necessary to perform the duties 
of the regulars and at the same time 
train the civilian reserves in the n a ­ 
tional guard aud organized reserves. 
Faced w ith the necessity of strict 
economy in governm ent expenditures, 
experts finally agreed to an enlisted 
force of 175.000 as “absolute mini­ 
m um ” necessary fo r the national de­ 
fence. 
Congress saw immediately fit 
to ignore this w arning and 
appro­ 
priated on the nominal basis of an 
arm y of 125,000. 
At the same time 
funds were so restricted that an actual 
streng th of only 115,000 was found 
possible. 
Owing to recruiting difficult ie*, r e ­ 
sulting principally from insufficient 
funds, the strength of the arm y to­ 
day is alxiut 113,000. 
Recruits a r 2 
being obtained a t the 
rate of a p ­ 
proxim ately 4000 monthly. 
Two factor* combine to threaten a 
radical reduction in strength during 
the next year. 
Three years ago the 
w ar departm ent was engaged in an 
intensive campaign. 
No effort was 
spared, and at one time enlistm ent 
figures reached the record point of 
1000 a day. 
A 
larger

those enlistm ents were for the three- t 
year period, and. accordingly, will ex­ 
pire during the next year. 
D uring the year which began yester- j 
day it is estim ated the arm y will lose 
about 75,000 men from expiration of 
term of service, discharge for physical 
disability and other 
causes.

next. 
Only the most energetic and favor­ 
able recruiting cam paign can counter 
act the effect of these 75,000 sep ara­

total on June 30, 1924, to 80.000. 
But, by act of congress, it probably 
will be impossible for the recruiting 
service to maintain, even the present , 
record. 
Despite the vigorous opposi- I 
lion of Secretary Weeks and the w ar 
departm ent, congress wrote into the 
arm y appropriation aet the provision 
that men under 21 years of age de­ 
siring to enlist in the arm y must have 
tim consent of their parents, and ti;at 
men between 21 and 35. the m axi- 


1 mum agn», must produce birth certifi­ 
cates or affidavits as evidence of their 
age. 
Current enlistments in the a n .i\ ar e 
divided almost equally between r e ­ 
enlistments, enlistments of men more 
than 21 and enlistm ents of men under 
21, with the last group slightly the 
largest of the three. Of the men under 
21, about HO per cent are accepted 
for enlistment aw ay from houttv 
As Secretary W eeks puts the care: | 
“There are not sufficient funds to tole- « 
graph, so that ip each case parents’ J 
consent would have to be obtained bv 
maul. 
There are no funds to lodge 
or board those men while aw aiting re­ 
ply from na rents, and very few co lid 
afford to wait around a week or more 
at their own expense for a reply.

“ In the case of men more than 21 
years of age, it would be difficult to 
secure evidence, as a great many com­ 
munities did iM»t keep birth statistical 
twenty-one years ago. and the scour- j

Most of these men apply for enlist­ 
ment away from homo, and would 
have to be fed and lodged for a week
